Claims 18, 24-26 and 33-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 
112, first paragraph, as containing subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor (s), 
at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. The specification as filed does not disclose 
the use of 15-50 weight percent of one or more propylene polymers 
and/or copolymers as recited by at least claim 18 or 0.1-0.6 
weight percent of a radical generating agent or 0.5-20% of 
polybutadienes of claim 33 or 0.1-1.5% of radical generating 
agent or 10-80% of a polyolefin selected from polyethylene and 
polypropylene as recited by at least claim 35 and these - - 
limitations ar;e therefore new matter. 

Claim 34 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicants 
regard as the invention. 

Claim 34 makes no sense since it recites a radical 
generating agent at the processing temperature of the composition 
despite the fact that claim 34 is drawn to a composition and not 
to a process and as such the processing temperature has no 
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context in claim 34 . 

Applicants' remarks are moot since all previous rejections 
and/or objections have been withdrawn based on applicants' 
remarks and amendment . 

Hover et al . (U.S. 5,244,942), newly cited appears to be the 
closest prior art to the presently drafted claims. However 
Wampler et al . fail to teach or suggest applicants' amounts of 
EP(D)M and only suggest or disclose lower amounts of this 
material and the instant claims are therefore patentable over 
Hover et al . 

Applicants' amendment necessitated the new grounds of 
rejection.
